ARTICLE XI. 


In case il is tho will of the people to grant tUeir School Board power to Issuo 


bonds in the amount of $250,000.00 lor school purposes on. Tuesday, April llth, 
Uie School Board expects to build in the Fourth Ward, in the immediate vicinity 
of the present building, a. combination Junior and Senior high school (that is the 
seventh and eighth grades of the entire town and the four years o£ the high 
school). 


This building is to be of flre proof construction and modern throughout. 
It 


will contain thirty-three class and study rooms, Manual Training and Domestic 
Science rooms, an auditorium to seat 900 jiersons, a gymna&umi, and a swimming 
pool. The estimated cost of this building is approximately $170,000. 


It expects to remove from the Fourth Ward, the old Fourth Ward building re- 


cently officially condemned for school purposes. The children who have been at- 
tending the old structure will attend'school in the'present high school building. 
This building is large enough to house the children of this ward together with 
auy increase for a''number of years from the other wards. 


On tfie West Side, the Board expects to build on the lot now occupied by the 


Seventh street scKool building, a modern fireproof structure 
containing twelve 


rooms, a combination auditorium and gymnasium, and shower baths. The esti- 
mated cost of this building is $60,000. 


The School Board wishes to pledge themselves again that the bonds will not 


be issued until the funds are required, thereby saving considerable of the interest 
charged.
